WASHINGTON — An advanced 
Soviet attack submarine caught 
fire and sank in the Norvi'egian 
Sea Friday, according to U.S. and 
Nonvegian government sources. 

The nuclear-powered "Mike"- 
clas.s submarine suffered a catas- 
trophic accident involving "major 
loss of life," according to a U.S. 
government ofTicial who asked not 
to be identified, 

U.S. ofTicials said they did nut 
know what weapons the crafl was 
carrying, but the sub is capable of 
launching SSN'-21 crui.se missiles 
wjth cither nuclear or convention- 
al warheads. - 

An Am erican ofTiciid monitorim! 

reports on'thc incident said the 
vessel surfaced briefly, then sank. 

The accident involving the sub- 
marine, believed to be the only one 
of its kind, may provide an intelli- 
gence bonanza for the United 
'States and its allies if reconnuis- 
aance ships, aircraft or satellites 
were able to photograph the rare 
craft as it surfaced.

WASHINGTON - In an incident 
sure to add new friction to the super- 
power rivalry, the U.S. government 
accused the Soviet Union Friday of 
planting electronic listening devices 
in the U.S. Consulate in Leningrad; 

The Department of State said that 
the bugs, which apparently had been 
in place for years, were discovered in 
February during a security. inspec- 
tion of the facility. 

"Such hostile attempts at intelli- 
■gence gathering — however long ago 
they may have been initiated — are 
deeply resented by the American peo- 
ple." the department said in a state- 
ment to reporters- 

The consulate, which opened in,. 
1973, handles relatively low-level 
diplomacy such ns assisting U.S, 
businessmen and interceding on be- 
half of Americans who run into trou- 
ble with Soviet law.

Study disputes psychiatrists 
Jinking religion tP problems 


• NEW YORK.lAFl — Psychiatrists 
rarely examine their patients' reli- 
gion objectively, tending to assume it 
only indicates problems, a new study 
says! But it finds the negative n.s- 
sumptions don't hold up when tested. 

"Pntionl-s with major depresssion 
and anxiety di.sorder.s contained the 
lowest porconUigc of believers in 
God." the study says,"At the very 
least, we can .say that depre.ss.sion is 
not corrcliiLcd with (rreater relipous- 
ness." . 

The researchers urge more even- 
handed .studies in this area, citing 
evidence of the importance of religion 
to most people, and pointing out that 
psychiatry generally ha.s not ronsid- 
cred the religious factor. 

"That aspect has been largely ig- 
nored." says psychiatrist Jerome. 
Kroll of the University of Minnesota. 
"But things are beginning to change, 
hot to a great degree, but slowly." 

Kroll and an associate psychia- 
trist, William Sheehan, recently com- 
pleted a study pointing up the rela- 
tive disregard of religion by menuil 
health spccialisu compared to pa- 
tienLs and people generally. 

"Wc'vc been overlooking an impor- 


tant factor," Kroll said in a telephone 
interview. "A lot of our patients be- 
lieve in God and are interested in the 
cljurch, but they aren't even asked 
about it. 

"It’.s often a source of strength and 
help to them." 

In the American Journal of i’.sychi- 
alr>’. Kroll and Sheehan cite sun'cy.s 
finding that 95 percent of the general 
public profess belief in God, com- 
pared to 55 percent of psychiatrists 
and -13 percent of psychologists. 

- The two aI.so cite a 1986 review 
that found only 59 or 2.5 percent of 
2.348 psychiatric articles included rc- 
lijjion in their quantititive data 
alx)ul cases. The report odds: 

"Belief in God and in the teachings 
of the' Bible, the sen.se of an afterlife;

Trial suggests more Reagan involvement 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Former President Rea- 
gan and top oflicials of his administration were 
more deeply involved than previously disclosed in 
cfTorts to encourage other countries to aid

A statement of facts introduced in Oliver L. 
North’s trial on Thursday — in n document agreed 
to by th,e government — indicated Reagan, former

The three-member Tbwer Commission, appoint- 


ed by Reagan to investigate the Iran-Contra‘afTair, 
said in its Felx 26, 1987 , report that it had found

aware" of North's activities in the 1981-86 period 
on behalf of the rebels opposing the Nicaraguan 
government. 

Direct government assistance by the United 
States was prohibited by law at the time. 

The statement of facts says that in mid-August

tional Security Adviser John Poindwter, discussed 
with Reagan and others a proposal ascribed to

HOUSTON — Quarterback Warren Moon 
signed a five-year, $10 million contract 
Friday with the Houston Oilers that he said 
will make him the highest-paid player in 
the NFL.

Oilers general manager Mike Holovak to 
announce that the contract had been signed,

player again," Moon said. 

Steinberg said .Moon will receive a $1 
million sighing bonus and a $.500.(XK) salary 
in 1989. Moon will receive a $1.6 million 
salary in 1990, 1991 and 1992 and $*1 million 
in 199:1. 


The entire contract is guaranteed and 
there is no deferred money involved, 
Steinberg said. 

Denver's John Klway, who earns $2.1 
million a year, is currently the highest-paid 
NFL player, but some of the money is 
deferred. Asked if Moon wa.s the highest- 
paid .NFL player. Steinberg replied, "Yes."
